Inmates Barely Escape and Sev- 


ural are Badly Scorched, 


Van Wcrt, O., Aug. 31.—Fire de- 


stroyed the Van Wort county infirmary 
early Thursday morning. 
Thirty in- 


mates barely escaped with their liv«s 
and in tlicir night clothes. 
Two were 


badly burned, an old -woman having 
both arms broken and half a dozen suf- 
fered .slight injuries. Most of the pa- 
tients had to be dragged from their 
beds and forcibly carried out of doors. 
They are being eared for in rude shan- 
ties, hastily nailed together. There 
was a panic among the patients.

fe\v who were able to walk unassisted 
were so overcome by fright they could 
not move. 
_ Most of the inmates are 


cripples, to rescue whom it was ncc^s- 
sai-y to carry them bodily into the 
street,

It involves 
not only the welfare aud happiness of 
the people, hut the question as to 
whether, in the conduct of their mone- 
tary and industrial affairs, through 
their representatives in congress, tho 
American people are self-sufficient and 
independent, in their organized capac- 
ity, or dependent upon, and subject to, 
the consent of other nations. 


Will Mr. Fonton deny that the dem-

Ex-Mayor Henry Hall has an gold 


hook, entitled, "Tho Laws and Ordi- 
nances of the Town of Portsmouth, re- 
vised and published by the axithority of 
the Common Council." Ths book was 
published in 1838, at the Scioto Tri- 
bune office by Carndeu, printer. 
On 


the fly leaf is written, "Geo. Johnson, 
March 13, 1840." This is the auto- 
graph of the Hon. George Johnson, 
who was mayor of Portsmouth at that 
time. The book is bound with a num- 
ber of blank leaves, both back and 
front, and the front blank leaves con- 
tain an index of the book, written out 
in the handwriting of Mr. Johnston. 
The back blank leaves are numbered, 
and have thereon pasted ordinances of 
the town of Portsmouth, passed after 
the publication of the book. 


The first part of tho book contains 


laws of the state, relating to tho town 
of Portsmouth. Prior to 1851, all towns 
were incoiporated by act of the legis- 
lature for that purpose. In this case, 
the act is entitled, "An Act to incor- 
porate the town of Portsmouth, in the 
county of Scioto." 
! 


The act appears to have been passed 


December 20th, 1814, aud is signed by 
John Pollock, speaker of the house of 
representatives, and by Thomas Kirker, 
speaker of the senate. 


I 
It provides that so much of the 


township of Wayne, in the county of 
Scioto, as is comprised and designated 
in the plan of the town of Ports- 
mouth, as is recorded iu the recorder's 
office of said county; also, that part of 
said township lying south and west of 
the town, as is included in the same 
between the Scioto aud Ohio rivers, 
shall be and is, erected into a town 
corporate, henceforth to be known and 
distinguished by the name of the town 
of Portsmouth, subject, however, to 
such alterations from time to time as 
the legislature may deem proper. 


Section 2, of this Act, provided that 


tho white freeholders and homekeepers 
who had been residing in the^own for 
one year, should meet at 'the court 
house on the second Monday in March 
next (1815) aud then and there elect 
and choose by ballot, nine persons, 
being freeholders and inhabitants of 
the town, to serve as president,- re- 
corder aud common councilmeu of the 
town. The persona elected were, with- 
in one week after their election, to pro- 
ceed to choose by ballot out of their 
own body, one president, one recorder 
aud treasurer, and the other sis, in 
conjunction with tho president, re- 
corder and treasurer, were to act as 
common councilnien. 
The common 


council, when elected, was to deter- 
mine by lot, their terms, three to serve 
one year, three two years, and three 
three years. 
The common council was made a 


body corporate and politic, by the name 
of the president and common council of 
the town of Portsmouth, and by that 
name, was to have perpetual succes- 
sion, etc. The first president was re- 
quired to take an oath of office before a 
justice of tho peace, and every succeed- 
ing president was to be qualified in like 
manner before one of the councilmen. 
The recorder, treasurer, and each com- 
mon councilman was to take a like 
oath before the president, as a qualifi- 
cation for office. 


The common council was to appoint 


an assessor, a town marshal, a clerk of 
the market, and such other subordinate 
officers as it might deem necessary, and 
to impose such fines for refusing these 
offices, as to them should appear proper 
and reasonable. 
The president and 


common council were to lay a tax 
annually in May, which waa to be as- 
sessed on all taxable objects in the 
town; but no tax on improved reality 
was to exceed one per cent, of its value. 
The assessors were further to be gov 


themselves aggrieved by act or judg 
rneut of the president or common coun- 
cil, ho, or they, could appeal to the 
court of common pleas within ten days 
after such judgment, and tho court was 
to hear tho complaint, and to grant 
such relief as was necessary and proper. 


At the annual town election, on the 


second Monday of March in each year, 
the polls were to open at 10 a. m., and 
to close at 4 p. m., and two judges and 
a clerk of the election were to bo ap- 
pointed viva voce at the first election, 
and thereafter, any three of tho council 
were to be judges of the election. 
The 


recorder was clerk of the elections after 
the 
first. 
v-' 


In case of any vacancies in the com- 


mon council, they were to be filled by 
that body. 
The corporation was al- 


lowed the use of the county jail for its 
prisoners. This act took effect March 
1st, 1815, and so far as advised at pres- 
ent, is believed to be the firat act of the 
legislature 
incorporating tho town. 


This act wsa amended in 1823, on Jan- 
uary 25th, and tho amending act is 
signed by Joseph Richardson, speaker 
of the house, and by Allen Trimble, 
speaker of the senate. 


In this act, the president of the com 


mou council was made an officio justice 
of the peace, and the common couiici 
was granted further aud fuller powers 
as to wharves, public buildings, streets 
and alleySj to require owners to pave or 
gravel sidewalks, to establish aud regu- 
late markets, to restrain swine from 
running at large, to regulate 
the

the town ; they were iiot to bo taken 
up, abused or sold, for corning into, or 
passing through the town. 


Tho act gave the common council 


power to regulate the height and ex- 
tent of fences before door-yards. Ordi-1 
nances were to be published by the re- 
corder posting thorn up hi two places 
iu the town, or by publishing the same 
in some newspaper printed in the towii; 
and the ordinances were to lie enforced 
three days after publication. 


If any one"was fined before the presi- 


dent of the common council, he could 
appeal to the court of common pleas by 
having a free-holder of the town enter 
recognizance for Jbim. a'his law also 
required every able-bodied, free male 
householder, who had lived 
three 


mouths in the corporation, to perform 
two days' labor on the streets or high- 
ways, under the direction of the super- 
visor of the corporation. It also pro- 
vided for a tax on all dogs in the cor- 
poration, and that no tax on real estate 
iu the corporation should exceed one- 
half of one per centum of the value 
thereof. 


The towu was conducted under these 


two laws, aud ordinances made in pur- 
suance thereof, until 1888, when the 
charter of tho town was again exten- 
sively amended, which amendments 
will bo reserved for a future article.

the absorbed manner of the force oi' 
men at work, one is almost willing to 
concede to the service some creative 
agency. Although second thought dis- 
pels any such illusion, the visitor's love 
of the marvellous still iinds indulgence 
as the delicate and complicated work of 
weather observation is explained to 
him. 
I5ut before giving the result of

Climate and Crop Service. 


.man, it is well to introduce that indi- 
vidual to the reader. Herbert \V. Rich- 
ardson, director of the Ohio climate 
and crop service, who ranks as ane of 
the hardest working- and most efficient 
officers in the U. S. weather bureau. 
is a native Buckeye, being born at 
Cleveland in 1805. On his mother's side 
he is a deccndant of one of the promi- 
nent pioneer families of that city, 
lie 


received his early education at the 
Ohio soldiers' and sailors orphans' 
home at Xenia, an institution which 
has turned out many able men. 
From 


a printer's case at Alliance, O-, he en- 
tered the weather bureau in 1 «(>(>, and 
lias since been continuously connected 
with the same. 
Tie has been stationed 


at Washington, l.Mttsburg, Nashville, 
New York, Buffalo, Kansas City, Cleve- 
land and Parkersburg. 
JJe came to 


Columbus in 1803 from New York, 
•where he has remained ever since with 
the exception of one year spent in 
Parkcrsburg. He relieved C. M. Strong 
here July 1, 1S05, as ollicial in charge. 
There are five assistants in the Colum- 
bus office, which is one of the most im- 
portant in the service. Jlr. Kiehard- 
Bon, who impresses the visitor as heing 
a very young man for snch a responsi- 
ble position, was found tobe an exceed- 
ingly courteous gentleman, whose chief 
characteristic was enthusiasm for hi.s 
work. 
lie readily consented to an in- 


terview. 


"The matter of weather, in all its 


varied forms," he began; "is a con- 
sideration of the highest importance to 
everyone, especially the farmer. It 
decides for him whether he shall plow, 
sow, reap or mow. 
\Yliether his crops 


will be abundant or poor depends 
largely upon the seeming cupi-ice of 
this self-same weather, and it follow;-,, 
therefore, that information as to the 
probable conditions that will prevail 
on the morrow or during the season is 
anxiously looked for. 
This interest in 


the science of weather dales buck to 
remote iniquity. From tin- very earliest 
times of which we have authentic rec- 
ord the weather and its attendant 
phenomena have been studied by mini; 
this is especially true of tin- ancient 
Phoenicians, Assyrians and Uiim'.sr, 
who made record of rain, wind a:iU 
weather, pressure and moistuiv. in a 
primitive manner, of coin's-,-, and w i t h 
perhaps the clement of siipersiiuuion 
added. 
The invention of the 
dn-r- 


moinoter and bavomoter during the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, iv 
spectively. marked tin- real beginning 
of the application of science to the 
subject 
I'M,..- i.,, 1S70 the science uf 


» weather wa.s , racticalty in its rxp-ri- 


mental .stage, and was confined chieily 
and observation at schools to colleges. 


"The fact having become well es;;vl>- 


lished that weather on the morrow 
could be forecasted with a reas.>na:>lr 
degree of accuracy, led to the establish- 
ment, in 1S70, of a inetcorologieai bu- 
reau under the auspices of the armv 
signal corps. The success of ;.tu:h an 
organization was apparent from 
the 


start. In order to ineivasi.' its etlieien- 
cy and to provide a greater .scope for 
future work, th 
weather hiuvuu was. 


by net-of congress in 1S!<O. transferred 
to the state department of Airriculuire. 
This change has since proved to lie 
most wise; the efficiency of the bureau 
Las not only been increased in evvrv 
way possible, but it has also been <•. > t i - 
dueted at a less cost to the people t'.an 
under its former army orguni/j_;.rn 
The weather bereati, by its system o; 
forecasts, special warnings and other 
information issued saves to tin1 citizens 
oi this country millions of dollars a n - 
nually as regards the agricultural and 
marine interests, and commerce and 
manufactures of all kinds. 


"The secretary' of agriculture in his 


annual report for la'.»5. among other 
things concerning the weather bmvan, 
declares that warnings of cold waves 
alone secured from freezing more than 
82,275-,000 worth of perishablo agricul- 
tural products which otherwise would 
have been lost. 


"How are the forecasts made? Thu 


weather bureau has aboMt one hundred 
nnd fifty fully equipped stations located 
at selected points over the United 
States; the equipment of instruments 
at each station consisting generally of 
maximum and minimum thermometers, 
a 
hygrometer (wet and 
dry ther- 


mometer), 
an anemometer, 
anemo- 


scope, sunshine recorder, barometer, 
barogr^agji and thermograph, and rain 
and snow gauges; many of the iiistru-

ments being of an electrical nature and_ 
all self 
recording; 
weather bureau 


stations take two observations a.t the 
same moment of time daily (S a. m. auci 
8 p. in., 75th meridian time) of the in- 
struments fncntioiied, besides noi ing 
the kind, amount and direction of 
clouds and various other atmospheric 
phenomena. The observations are at 
once telegraphed to headquarters at 
Washington and other special stations 
where local forecasts are made. 
Ohio 


is well supplied with such stations and 
they arc located at Cleveland, San- 
dusky, Toledo, Cincinnati and Colum- 
bus, respectively. 
Upon receipt of the 


telegraphic observations at Washing- 
ton and other stations, the data is at 
once entered upon maps or charts of 
the United States and Canada. 
Liltcs 


are drawn connecting places of equal 
pressure and temperature, and the 
areas of 'high1 and 'low' barometer 
are thus outlined graphically; the ex- 
istence of warm or cold waves, rain or 
snow, 
clear or cloudy 
weather or 


heavy winds, etc., becomes at once ap- 
parent as regards any section of the 
country, and a study of the weather as 
outlined on these maps forms in reality 
the groundwork of the forecast. 
The 


experienced forecaster knows that cer- 
tain conditions in one place ultimately 
produce 
certain results in another 


place. 
All decided pressure areas, 


whether 
'high' or 'low' may, f in- 


convenience, be termed storms- 


"These storms or pressure centers or- 


dinarily move in certain 
prescribed 


paths, and at a certain velocity, other 
conditions being equal, and the fore- 
cast for the morrow, is, 111 simplicity, 
based on the movement and change in 
character of the various pressure cen- 
ters and their probable location during 
the period forecasted for; the forecast 
for one section being for fair and 
warmer, and in another fair followed

by rain and no decided change in tem- 
perature, while in an aiijoining district 
the outlook may be for snow, followed 
by fair with much colder or possibly a 
cold wave; any of these and all other 
conditions forecasted depending upon 
existing circumstances and the time of 
year. 
Ordinarily the forecasts thus 


made up are issued to the public in 
about two hours after the observations 
are taken. 
Occasionally, conditions 


(of which the forecaster had no know- 
ledge) arise and smite the storm and 
divert it from its original path; then 
everybody knows that the weather 
man has missed connections. The per- 
centage of accuracy achievedinina Icing 
ordinary forecasts will average closely 
to 85, while ninety to ninety-five per 
cent, of the more decided changes (snch 
as cold waves, frost and he.ivy storm 
warnings of wind, snow and rain) are 
verified. 
These figures certainly go 


far toward inspiring a high dcg:\;e of 
confidence nr, regards the use of the in- 
formation by tiic public. 


"The forecasts and warnings are is- 


sued to the public by means of maps or 
bulletins, telephone, telegraph, steam 
whistle, flag and by the newspapers; a 
recent experiment being by means of 
the 'back' stamp on 
mail 
matter 


handled locally by a few postmasters. 
Ohio is without doubt the banner state 
as regards the dissemination of snch 
information, nearly two thousand post- 
otVices being supplied with the fore- 
casts (daily except Sundays), and warn- 
ings when necessary, not to mention 
the large list of individuals, linns, cor- 
porations and institutions to whom are 
sent the forecasts and warnings for 
display for the benefit of themselves 
and the public 


"The uses to which forcasts and 


warnings may be made to serve arc 
many and varied, 
if the forcast is foi- 


l-am tomorrow it would not be ad- 
visable to cut. hay today. 
On the other 


hand seeding 
operal'ions 
might, be 


pushed and advantage taken of the 
fact that rain would soon fall on the 
freshly-loosened soil. 
In winter the 


cold wave warnings atv of immense 
value as regards protection of perish- 
able products in storage, or transit, or 
even the delay of ship u n t i l a more 
favorable time. 
If frost is predicted 


the usual precautions can be t;iken ,is 
regards the protect ion of fruits and 
vegetables and sensitive plant life. 


"A very important feature of the 


weather bureau is the state weather 
service. 
In this branch there are over 


3,000 observers in the United States 
who voluntarily and without pav take 


•T^-f&bservations in their localities of' wind, 


weather, temperature and precipita- 
tion. 
Each state service is p radical Iv 


in charge of an otlicial under pay of 
the 
United Stales weather service. 


The otlicial has for his headquarters 
some weather bureau otiiccr in the 
state over which he has charge. 
Co- 


lumbus, for instance, being headquar- 
ters for Ohio. 
This state is one of the 


pioneers in this regard and her weather 
service ranks among the best in the 
United States. 


"The Ohio climate ami crop service 


was established by act of the general 
assembly, April 17, 1SS2. From Si,500 
to S-,000 has been appropriated au- 


nually for its maintenance, ether than 
the printing of reports! and bulletins, 
which is provided for by tho state 
printing fund. 
But in May of the pres- 


ent year the government relieved the 
state of further expense in this matter, 
and in future all bulletins, monthly 
reports, maps, etc., will be printed ill 
the weather bureau office at Columbus, 
a special and complete printing and 
stereotyping outfit, having' been pro- 
vided for the purpose. .There are 140 
voluntary observing stations hi Ohio 
which monthly report to the central 
station at Columbus." Instruments are 
furnished these observers. 
^ ' 


"The value of the data furnished by 


the state weather services must not be 
under estimated. 
The success of the 


forecasts and warnings depends in a 
great measure on an'intimate acquain- 
tance by the forecaster with the pecu- 
liar climatic features of any section, 
and this can only be determined by the 
record of years. It is important to 
know about how many rainy days to 
expect for any section of the country 
on an average during each month, 
season and year; the average amount 
or number of days sunshine; the aver- 
age temperature'7 and precipitation and 
the extremes of each "during the vari- 
ous seasons; the probability of thun- 
derstorms each month and" year; the 
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average direction of the wind and its 
force; the average depth of snowfall 
and the first and last dates of its occur- 
rence; the average dates of the first, 
frost (whether light or killing) in au- 
tumn and the last frost hi spring, to- 
gether with all other characteristics 
that combine to make climate in any 
place. The data thus collected is util- 
ized in a countless number of ways; in 
the courts of justice as a matter oC 
record when bearing witness in any 
case where the condition of weather at 
a particular period often carries with it 
either success or failure as regards win- 
ning the case at-bar; in the discussion 
of the relation of climate to health; 
the effects of climate upon agriculture 
and manufactured products of nil kinds; 
the relation of soil to moisture, and the 
effects of climate upon tho supply of 
water as regards either inland naviga- 
tion or for the needs of man in all his 
avocations and daily life and the main- 
tenance of all animal organism. 


"Besides collecting the data men- 


tioned these state service;? attend to 
the dissemination of all forecasts and 
warnings for that particular state, and 
also the issuance and publication i>f 
weather crop bulletins. These weath- 
er crop bulletins describe the effects of 
the weather upon the staple crops of a 
specified section from week to week 
during' the growing season, 
thereby 


giving the'Iagriculturalist and others 
interested a very definite idea as to the 
outlook as regards crops in any state; 
the abundance of yield and ths; law of 
supply and demand hcusg the index 
points which mark the probable money 
value of any product. 


"Last May an additional feature was 


added by the bureau, in the nature of 
a special corn and wheat region report- 
ing service. 
This embraces the corn 


and wheat regions of Ohio, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, Kansas, 


Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota. 
Daily reports are rendered by 


telegraph through the co-operation of 
paid observers at selected points in the 
states mentioned. In Ohio there arc 
fourteen of these special stations, lo- 
cated as follows: Bellefontaine, Bucy- 
rns, Canal Dover, Canton, Cbillicothe, 
Cireleville, Dayton, Defiance, Findlay, 
Graiiville, Greenville and 
Norvvalk. 


Reports from the weather bureau sta- 
tions at Cincinnati and Columbus are 
utilized, and efforts arc being made to 
establish a station at Somerset, Perry 
county. 
Each state service has a cen- 


tral station to which the various sta- 
tions report, Columbus being a central 
station for Ohio. This special service 
has been very favorably received by 
the public, and promises'to be a most 
valuable adjunct to weather bureau 
work." 


It is certainly gratifying to note that 


Ohio has been in the advance in the 
matter of weather and crop repovtin"*, 
and has at the present time the best 
service in the union. Under its pres- 
ent ctlieient management management 
there is no question but that it will 
maintain its high standard.
